Declaring that the Seaboard Alflr 
Line railroad has returned its proper- 
ty for 1911 taxation at far less than 
its fair market value, ‘Comptroller 
General William A. Wright yesterday 
assessed the propbrty of the road ata 
valuation of $3,388,690 more than the 
return made by the railroad company. 

The roéd returned its property for 
taxation at $10,668,990, and General 
Wright raised the return to $14,057,- 
680, ase follows: Tangible property, 
exclusive of Georgia and Alabama 
Terminal Company, $10,998,035; fran- 
chise, exclusive of the termina! com- 
pany, $2,209,645: tangible property of 
Georgia and Alabama Terminal Com- 
pany, $699,377; franchise of the ter- 
minal company, $150,623. 

The return made’ by the Seaboard 
for 1911 was $915,000 lower than the 
return made in 19190. Comptroller 
General Wright restored this sum of 
$915,000, thus bringing the return for 
this year up to the amount returned 
for taxation last year, which was 
$11,584,359, and then added to this 
amount the sum of $2,473,690, making 
the total valuation $14,057,680 for 
1911. 

In increasing the assessment, Gen- 
eral Wright stated that this action 
was taken because he believes the 
figures represent a fair market valu- 
ation of the property of the road as it 
now stands, which warrants a consid- 
‘erable increase over-last year instead 
of a decrease,

COTTON BULLS 
TURNING LOOSE. 
THEIR HOLDIACS 


Renewal of Selling ae 
Causes Scale, Thompson and 
Uthers to Stand From Under, 
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LUSSES OF THE BULLS 
RUN INTO THE MILLIONS 


Bulls Maintained Their Posi- 


tion for a Time Hoping Wee- 
vil or Drouth Would Cause 
Another Partial Failure. 
Trade Interests Bought 
Heavily on Breaks. 


New Yvurk, July 19.—A renewal of 
the heavy selling movement in the 
cotton market today seemed calculated 
to remove whatever doubt may have 
existed following the big decline of 
Tuesday, that at last leading bull in- 
terests, including Bugene Scales, Col- 
onel Thompson, the New Orleans oper- 
ators, and others who have figured 
so prominently in the market reports 
of the Jast two years as having taken 
fortunes out of cotton, had largely 
Various 
estimates were ventured . during the 
day as to the probable losses of the 
bulls and their friends, all of which 
ran up into the millions. 

Bulls Without Support. 

The impression appears to be that 
the bulls, emboldened ‘by the suc- 
cesses of the last two ,years, have 
maintained their position in the mar- 
ket owing to the strong statistical 
position of the old crop, and an ex- 
pectation that drouth in the south- 
west or the boll weevil in the central 
belt would cause another partial fail- 
ure of the crop. With trade reports 
unfavorable, the drouth in Texes re- 
lieved,..new crop cotton already be- 
ginning to move and promising an 
unusually heavy addition to old crop 
supplies during the summery, it is sup- 
posed the bulls found themselves 
practically the only suppwrt of the 
market at a time when southern of- 
ferings against prcspective yields were 
likely to increase steadily, and that 
the heavy selling of the last few 
days has reflected the practical aban- 
donment of their holdings. 

Sentiment Very Bearish. 

In spite of a feeling that rallies 
were to be expected after such drastic 
liquidation as ‘hat of several days 
past, local sentiment still seemed of 
a very bearish average after the close 
of business here tonight, and there 
was talk in some quarters of 11 and 
even 10 cent cotton owing to the ex- 
pectation of a very favorable August 
condition report and the demoraliza- 
tion of the bull party. 

Trade interests, however, had been 
heavy buyers of both old and new 
crop deliveries during the day and 
many traders who had sold before the 
big decline started, appeared to be 
taking profits on their short cotton, 
possibly to wait for further reports 
from the crop, which, however, bril- 
liantly it may promise, is admittedly 
not yet assured, and for a better idea 
of the. attitude of the southern pianter 
with reference to marketing his yield 
at the lower prices. 

Weakened Under Henvy Selling. 

After the early sensational break a 
lull in the liquidating movement to- 
ward midday permitted of a rally of 
six or seven points, but the market 
selling

PUBLIC DRINKING 
CUPS AIMED AT 


Favorably Considered by Com- 
mittee and Reported Back 
to House Wednesday. 


One of the important measures 


which the legislature will probably 
take up for consideration within the 
next few days is that prohibiting the 
use of public drinking cups. 

Thie bill has been introduced in 
the house by Wr. Brown, of Fulton. It 
was favorably considered by the 
house committee on hygiene and sant- 
tation, which reported it back to the 
house Wednesday with the unanimous 
recommendation that it be passed. 

The bill prohibits the use of a pub- 
lic drinking cup on railroad trains, in 
hotels, office buildings and all 
places where the pubiic generally has 
access to the same drinking vessel. 

In support of his measure Dr. Brown 
points out that in many of the states 
similar bills have been passed which 
have greatly reduced the spread of 
disease germs. In some states where 
no such law has been passed railroads 
and other concerns which supply the 
public with drinking water have vol- 
untarily abandoned the use of the 
public drinking cup and have substi- 
futed the Individual drinking cups 
made of paper or other inexpensive 
material which may be discarded after 
use.

STAY IW ATLANTA 


At Prayer Meeting fe Makes 
Formal Announcement 


Affecting Scene Takes Place 
‘When He Decides to Make 
His Home in This City, De- 
clining to Accept the Call 
From Muscogee, Okla. 


At the conclusion of an address, 
mdrked with suppressed feeling, dur- 
ing which his hearers sat rigid with 


, suspense, Dr. John F. Purser, pastor ot 


the West End “Baptist church, an- 
nounced at a meeting last night his 
decision to withdraw the resignation 
which he had presented last Sunday 
morning. After the meeting Dr. Pur- 


‘ger wired his refusal of the call ten- 


dered him by the First Baptist church 
Okla. 

Tne great pleasure with which the 
members of the church received Dr. 
Purser's decision was shown after the 
adjournment of the meeting, when 
everyone present went up to the pastor, 
and witha hearty handclasp gave un- 
doubted testimony of his affection and 
esteem. The sentiment of the church 
body was also expressed by Dr. M. G. 
Campbell, who, after Dr. Purser had 
spoken, arose and said that the church 
had been a unit in wishing the pastor 
to remain and that the incident would 
result in a still closer co-operation on 
the part of the congregation for the 
greater advancement of the church. 

Decides to Remain. 

The widespread protest which fol- 
lowed the announcement of his resig- 
nation last Sunday morning convinced 
Dr. Purser that he could accomplish a 
greater work here than elsewhere. Not 
only his own, but other churches in 
the city passed resolutions asking him 
to reconsider the matter. He was 
flooded with letters begging him to re- 
main, some of these coming from 
prominent state officials and men high 
in Atlanta’s civic ranks. From the 
various departments: of church work 
he receiveg petitions asking him to re- 
main as pastor of the West End 
church. 

As it was known that Dr. Purser 
would announce his dectsion at the 
meeting Wednesday night, the Sunday 
school room was crowded to overflow- 
ing by his anxious parishioners. There 
was a breathless stillness when, at the 
conclusion of a prayer and hymn, the 
pastor arose. 

Dr. Purser said that his resignation, 
after a pastorate of nine years, had 
not been made without deep considera- 
tion. At the request of the church, 
however, he had gelayed his acceptanve 
of the call to Oklahoma in order to 
give the matter further thought. He 
had always believed, he said, that 
where there was a strong pul] from 
another church and a slight push 
from the home church it was time for 
a pastor to make a change. He had 
delayed his decision in an endeavor to 
find out whether a reasonable desire to 
have him leave existed in hig present 
congregation. 

“I would,not have been human hag I 
been unaffected by the expressions of 
good will I have received. I am afraid 
to insist on the acceptance of my resizg- 
nation. I shall wire, therefore, my 
answer tonight to the First Baptist 
church of Muscogee declining the in- 
vitation to occupy their pulpit.” 

Dr. Purser concluded with a simple 
prayer that with the help of the con- 
gregation the work of the church 
might be crowned with even greater 
blessings than it had received before. 

Dr. Campbell, speaking for the con- 
gregation, asgureq Dr. Purser of the 
deep gratitude with which the people 
received their pastor’s decision to re- 
main. 

“When I first heard of the call to 
Oklahoma,” he said, “I knew it meant 


the will of God that you should go 
there to accomplish a greater work or 
that the call would result in a greater 
and more blessed activity here. I 
voice the sense of the meeting when I 
say, ‘We love you and we will join you 
in working more earnestly for the ad- 
vancement of God's kingdom and may 
the spirit of God dwell upon us.,’”’

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THE SMOTHERING PROCESS CONTINUES. | 

The resolution unanimously passed by the house of represen- 
tatives providing for an investigation. of the department of agricul- 
ture encountered another obstacle in the senate yesterday, after 
having gone successfully through the effort of the day before to 
stifle it on 1ts second reading. 

Senator Sheppard, who represents the home district of* the 
commissioner of agriculture, assumed conspicuous leadership on 
Tuesday in two matters—one the effort to kill the investigating 
resolution, which the head of the department of agriculture de- 
clared before the house committee he had inspired; the other to kill 
the bill to authorize the appointment of a state auditor, with full 
authority to examine the payroll and the books of every depart- 
ment of the state, Senator Sheppard being one of the four senators 
voting against this measure in the senate. 

On yesterday, the senate, in its usual’order of business, was 
about to reach the Ault investigating resolution under the order 
of “resolutions,” whereupon Senator Sheppard, representing the 
home district of the commissioner of agriculture, interposed im- 
mediate objection, on the ground that this resolution had the force 
of a bill and not a resolution, and hence its consideration must 
be postponed to its regular order, by which another day’s time 
was gained for the expected arrival of such of the Bluchers of the 
department as were not already besieging the senate. 

It is said that not in twenty years has such a persistent lobby 

attacked a measure in the senate as that which is now arrayed 
against the simple proposition that the people of the state be fur- 
nished with a detailed statemefit of just what the department of 
agriculture is doing, how it is doing it, who it is paying for service, 
what service is being performed, and whether or not, as charged, 
thousands of dollars intended for the benefit of the farmers of the 
state are being applied to the best advantage or are being dissi- 
pated for the maintenance of a huge political machine. 
, The Cedar Valley Farmers’ Club, of Potk county, made the 
first demand for an investigation of the department of agriculture, 
and Representative Ault, of that county, and Senator Harris, of 
that district, were prompt to father in their respective bodies the 
movement to give the Cedar Valley farmers the insight into the 
administration of the department which they had the right to de- 
mand. 

There are a thousand Cedar Valley Farmers’ Clubs—of as 
many different names—in every part of Georgia, and if the senate 
of Georgia stifles this investigation, involving, it is charged, the ex- 
penditure of $48,000 of the state’s money which should be applied 
direct to the benefit of the farmers of this state, The Constitution 
puts every member on notice now that those who are engaged in 
the stifling process will have lots of explaining to do to their con- 
stituents. : 

Senator Harris never lead a worthier fight and there are thou- 
sands of farmers in Georgia, not to speak of many more thousands 
of taxpayers generally, who will watch with interest the result of 
his leadership in the senate on a measure which received the unani- 
mous vote of the house, only to be met at the threshold of the 
senate by a cordon of office-holders who evidently take the posi- 
tion that it is easier to stifle a measure in the keeping of 44 men 
than it was to tackle it while in thé possession of the more than 
200 members of the house. 

In other words, they have sought to put the responsibility for 
the defeat of this measure on the senate.

NO EXCUSE FOR THIS BILL. 


It is seriously to be questioned if any substantial proportion 
of the citizens even of Milton county would give indorsement to 
the bill introduced in the house by its representative, which pro- 
poses to “regulate the running of automobiles in that county.” 

With 146 counties in Georgia, each of which might ask for 

similar legislation, the absurdity of it at once becomes apparent. 
The average automobilist does well to keep posted upon and com- 
ply with the state laws; with new regulations and requirements 
in every county through which he might pass, he would probably 
soon go into bankruptcy paying fines or spend a considerable por- 
tion of his time in jail. Possibly the ordinary automobile would 
break down under the weight of the equipment it would have to 
carry to make possible compliance with the conflicting county 
laws. 
\ It is as difficult to consider seriously a proposal of this sort as 
it would be one to require a passenger train to reduce its speed 
from thirty to fifteen miles an hour or to put three headlights upon 
its engine, in passing from one county to another. 

The automobile is not a local institution. So widely has it in- 
creased man’s radius of action that it has brought ‘country and 
city into most intimate relationship, and it is today building up the 
country districts, both in the direction of good roads construction 
and population, more rapidly than any other known agency. 

It is peculiarly a subject for state regulation, for its field is the 
state, and more—the nation. © 

Nothing could more speedily and surely suppress its force as 
a developer than a multiplicity of local laws, varied and conflict- 
ing, and imposing hardships and burdens with which it would be 
impossible to contend. 

Mr. F. J. Long is correct in the statement in his card published 
today, that it would be “a most vicious principle to have conflict- 
ing legislation in the various counties regarding automobiles’—a 
statement which applies with just as much force to the automobile 
as it does to the railroad train, the telegraph line or the commis- 
sion of fraud. 

It is not to be credited that the legislature will dignify such 
a proposal with the seriousness of even momentary consideration.

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NECESSITY FOR GAME PROTECTION. 


Year after year appeals to the general assembly for better pro- 
tection for game birds have gone unheeded, until now the various 
counties of the state, realizing the importance of such action, are 
asking and securing the enactment of local laws prohibiting the 
killing of these birds within their limits at any time within a pe- 
period, usually of three years. 

Heretofore the appeals have -been based largely upon the 
ground that extensive destruction of game birds had caused, or was 
about to cause, their practical extinction in certain sections. 

That, in itself, should have been sufficient to have brought at 
least some measure of protection; but now a new and more forceful 
argument is found, not so much in the general fact, long known 
and well recognized, that game birds are destroyers of insects in- 
jurious to trees and crops, as in the particular fact that they will, 
in sufficient numbers, prove a powerful agency in the fight against 
the boll weevil, whose threatened invasion is soon to become an 
unfortunate but inescapable reality. 

If the counties which have secured local laws prohibiting the 
killing of game birds for a period of three. vears rigidly enforce 
them, there is no question that they will be in the possession of 
| at least one effective weapon of attack against this most destructive 
of all insects when it reaches Georgia. 

Possibly the progressiveness and determined action of these 
counties has awakened the legislature to the. importance of dealing 
now with this problem. At least there is apparent a more general 
disposition on the part of the membefS to enact a state law on the 
subject. 

With a general law sufficiently rigid in its terms and vigorous- 
ly enforced, perhaps the woods and fields of the state might be 
repopulated with game birds to an extent that would at least serve 
as check and deterrent to the ravages of the weevil when it arrives.

lintil Atlanta’s humane element 
wakes up to the necessity of demand- 
ing the establishment of a reformatory 
for the negro juvenile child who is 
going about during these vacation days, 
a menace to the children of both: races, 
it is well to take stock of what can be 
done to partially limit the disgrace of 
the situation. 

The playground for negro children 
established last year and being con- 
tinued this year in the yafd of tne 
Storrs school furnishes an example of 
what can be accomplished with little 
effort. 

Alice Carey, who has charge of the 
playground, says that last year there 
was the most encouraging decrease of 
juvenile offenders among the children 
of the playground and that notwith- 
standing the many arrests made re- 
cently among the negro children who 
reside in the vicinity of the  play- 
ground 

{t is G@ifficult at first to keep the 
cildren in the grounds and to make 
them conform to anything like sys- 
tematic play or games within bound, 
but when finally they are interested 
they are not impossible of discipline. A 
visit to the playgrovnd and a glance 
at the faces of the little darkies sug- 
gest at first a hopelessness about their 
useful development, but a more - pa- 
tient scrutiny and the stories told of 
the improvement in certain ones is en- 
couraging and there is every reason to 
believe that with a chance they can 


become useful individuals. Until there 
is a reformatory and some _ institu- 
tional work established on a broad 
scale for the benefit of the negro 
child who now wanders at will on the 
street the playground movement 
seems the only rational step being 
made. ‘These playgrounds. should be 
provided in every quarter of the city 
where there is a congested negro set- 
tlement, and it might be that through 
the negro churches this movement 
could be started until a system is pro- 
vided. | 

In response to the article appear- 
ing in this department yesterday 
morning urging the necessity of a re- 
formatory for negro children, there 
have come expressions of indorsement 
from various sources. Stories have 
been related so gruesome, so criminal 
in nature as to make the mere sugges- 
tion of them in print impossible. These 
stories illustrate that the reformatory 
should not be delayed, that it is the 
obligation of those who can act in the 
matter to do so at once. 

The increased: negro population of 
Atlanta, the imcrease of crime among 
the negroes of all ages and conditions 


forcibly point out the immediate es- 
tablishment of some system of reform 


which will begin not in the punitive 


institutions already established for 
the negro of matyre years, but in in- 
stitutional work which will begin at 
the basis of the whole problem—with 
the child and work through that 
agency through others.

DAINTY BED SETS 


A daintly dressed bed undoubtedly 
reflects the personality of its owner, 
and certain of the new bed coverings 
cannot fail to please even the most fas- 
tidious, At first glance the prices—$15 
to $17.50—may seem a little high, but 
there is a great deal of work on each 
one and the materials are of the best. 
The spreads consist of a body of fine 
scrims, with a wide band of net inserted 
down each side and across the bottom. 
These bands are put in with Cluny lace 
insertion, and have cut-out and ap- 
pliqued designs of cretonne, firmly out- 
lined by machine stitching so that there 
is no danger of its pulling out. A bor- 
der of this also appears at the sides 
and the bottom, and the entire spread 
is finished with Cluny insertion and 
edge. The roll plece has a covering to 
match, with a cretonne and net band 
at each end. Pink, blue, yellow, green, 
red and lavender flowers in wreaths, 
garlands and running designs form the 
selection. These spreads are well put 
together and will wash perfectly. Cur- 
tains are made to go with them which 
cost from $8.75 to $1l a pair. Another 
bedspread is a bordered, cotton taffeta. 
The ground is covered with: small 
French wreaths of roses, and the bor- 
der shows the same flowers, much en- 
larged, in a running design. The spread 
is edged with cotton guimp with a tiny 
figure to match the color of the roses. 
The roll piece—also bordered—is ex- 
tra long, so that the ends may be either 
tied or left hanging. These spreads 
are $9.50, and curtains of scrim; with 
appliqued fiqwers to match, are $8.75. 


CORRECT DIET 
FOR CHILDREN. 


Usually children who have ten or 
more teeth need a little meat; this must 
be very well cut up, however, and 
Biven only once a day, at the midday 
meal. Once a week after a child is two 
years old it is best to omit the meat, 
and give, instead, some delicate fish, 
such as shad or bass. A child two years 
old may have most of the green vege- 
tables in summer unless there is a ten- 
dency to looseness of the bowels. 
Spinach, peas,.string and lima beans, 
carrots, squash, asparagus tips, baked 
sweet or white potatoes, tender boiled 
onions, cauliflower or stewed celery 
may'all be given if they are well cook- 
ed and very fresh. It is often well to 
Kive but two courses for dinner in 
summer—a meat or fish with vegeta- 
bles, and a simple dessert—and reserve 
the broth or puree for supper, with 
bread and butter and a little .milk or 
cocoa. 

Fruits must be selected with care. 
and must be ripe, but not overripe, Un- 
til the child is three vears old it is 
safer to stew the fruit even in summer, 
but after that age peaches, pears, apri- 
cots, cherries, apples and oranges may 
be given raw, but should be well chew- 
ed. Berries should not be given until 
the child is five or six years old, unless 
they are stewed and strained, when 
their juice may be used. Melons may 
be given in moderation after the sixth 
year. Water—cool but not iced—must 
be given in considerable quantities be- 
tween meals.

A CHAPTER ON ICES | 


Cantaloupes With Nut Ice Cream.— 
Put one cupful of sugar into a sauce- 
pan, add one tablespoonful of flour, 
one beaten egg, two cupfuls of scalded 
milk, a pinch of salt, a quart of cream 
and one tablespoonfulr of vanilla ex- 
tract. Cook twenty minutees over hot 
water. Cool, add one cupful of chopped 
nuts, and freeze. Remove the seeds 
from the cantaloupes, fill with nut ice 
— and decorate with a few chopped 
nuts. 


Pistachio Ice Cream.—Half ‘2 cupful 
of chopped pistachio nuts, half a cup- 
ful of chopped almonds, one table- 
spoonful of almond extract, a few 
drops of green coloring, a quarter of 
a teaspoonful of salt, ene cupful of 
sugar and four cupfuts of cream. Mix 
re the ingredients, and freeze care- 
fully. 


Grape Juice Sherbet.—Two cupfuls of 
grape juice, juice of one lemon, one 
heaping tablespoonful of powdered 
gélatine, five cupfuls of boiling water 
and two cupfuls of sugar. Boil four 
cupfuls of the water and sugar to- 
gether twenty minutes, add the lemon 
and grape juices, and the gelatine dis- 
solved with a cupful of water. Cool 
and strain. Freeze, and divide into 
glasses. Serve covered with whipped 
cream. Decorate with a@ grape or a 
cherry. 


Apple Ice Cream.—Put two pounds of 
peeled and cut-up apples in a sauce- 
pan; add one cupful of water, a small 
phece of cinnamon stick, one cupful of 
sugar and the rind and juice of one 
lemon. Cook quickly till soft, then rub 
through a sieve, and mix with two 
cupfuls of custard. Freeze, and serve 
in dainty small cups decorated with 
large seedless raisins. 

Frozen Coffee.—Put three heaping 
tablespoonfuls of coffee and a quart of 
milk in a double boiler and steep forty 
minutes. Strain, aad one cupful of 
sugar.

AGRICULTURAL BILL 
FAVORABLY REPORTED 


A lengthy and exhaustive bill amend- 
ing the laws fixing standards of fer- 
tilizers permitted to be sold in Georgia 
Was passed on favorably by the gen- 
eral agricultural committee of the 
house yesterday afternoon, after being 
considered in executive sessions. cov- 
ering parts of two afternoons. 

Among other things it provides that 
tags on fertilizers shall not only show 
the constituents from which the goods 
are made, but the origin of the differ- 
ent products as well. It forfeits one- 
half the commercial value of any ‘fer- 
tilizers coming below 3 per cent of the 
legal standard. 

The committee also passed faVorably 
on a bill providing additional revenues 
for the district agricultural schools. 
At present they get the fees from fer- 
tilizer taxes, and so much of a $2,000 
appropriation to each as may be neces- 
Sary to make the total amount received 
by each school $10,000. Under the bill 
recommended they will get a straight 
appropriation of $2,000 from the treas- 
ury in addition to the fertilizer fees. 
It was introduced by Mr. Nisbet, of 
Sumter. 

Another bill relating specifically to 
the Third District Agricultural School 
at Americus was to have comé before 
the special agricultural committee, but 
no quorum was present at the meeting 
time and the matter went over. 

It appears that the third district 
school has 100 more acres of land than 
it needs, and wants permission to sell 
that Amount and devote the proceeds 
to bullding improvements. 

Former Senator Crawford Wheatley, 
of Americus, and other trustees of the 
school were present to urge its pass- 
age.

He declared that the attitude of the 
trustees to the effect rnat the distinction 
Sheuld be given the school best fitted 
for it, had caused those controlling the 
Augusta school:to improve its standing. 
He said, further, that the university 
had been notified thae its medical 
branch-could not be properly rated by 
the Carnegie Foundation. These 
things, he declared, had -spurred the

In celebration of the opening of the 
Fairburn and Atlanta Railway and 
Electric Company the parties interest- 
ed in the road yesterday gave one of 
the largest and most successful barbe- 
cues at Fairburn that was ever held in 
that thriving little cityg Over a thou- 
sand people enjoyed the ‘cue, which 
was cooked by J. C. Upchurch, noted 
throughout this section of the state 
for his ability at the gentle art of 
basting the lamb ang tdasting the pig. 

Practically every leading citizen of 
the towns of Fairburn, Req Oak and 
Union City, as well’ as' a number of 
the residents of College Park and At- 
lanta, were there, all enthusiastic over 
the new road, Which opens up so much 
new country so far as the electric lines 
are concerned. 

The ladies of Fairburn acted as hos- 
tesses of the occasion, while Captain 
J. T. Golightly and other officials of 
the company were prominent among 
the entertainers. They were not 
sparing in their efforts to entertain, 
and the Fairburn band. also did splen- 
dig work in giving the younger: people 
would-be tripping toes. Young men 
brought their best girls, while the 
older not: only brought their wives, 
but also the children, not’to speak 
of the “black mammies” and “uncles.”’ 
The whole is best described by saying 
that it was a typical old-time southern 
barbecue, the finest on earth. 

Reason of the Barbecue. 

The occasion for the barbecue was a 
lonesome quarter of a dollar, just 25 
cents, or at least that started the 
movement that produced the results 
that the ’cue celebrated..

Save a lot 
of walking, and upon the enthusiastic 
assent of the other proposed that they 
call a meeting at Fairburn to consider 
a line between Collége Park and Fair-. 
burn. 

They asked the mayor to call a 
meeting that night, but as he forgot 
it, went around themselves among 
the citizens and finally assembled a 
sufficient number to talk the matter 
over. It was at first considered a joke, 
as one man subscribed 25 cents, but 
when Dr. J. T. Longino, member of 
the legislature from Campbell county, 
put down his name for a subscription 
of $1,000 the others began to consider 
the matter.

Georgian Tells of His Compen- 
sation for Work on Greene- 
Gaynor Case. 


Washington, July 19.—Marion Er- 
win, United States district attorney 
for the southern district of Georgia, 
and special counsel for the govern- 
ment in the Greene-Gaynor-Carter 
Savannah harbor frauds, testified be- 
fore the house committee on depart- 
ment of justice expenditures today 
that during twelve years he had re- 
ceived from the government as spe- 
cial compensation $76,724 in salary and 
fees. 

He also declared he expected com- 
missions on amounts recovered which 
would bring his total compensation up 
to about $101,000 for the twelve years. 
Altogether there have been recovered 
from Captain Carter, Green and Gay- 
nor about half a million wollars in 
cash, together with property valued at 
about $200,000 more. 


Erwin testified that he was employ- 
ed as special counsel in the fraud 
cases in addition to his work as dis- | 
trict attorney. As district attorney 
he was paid $3,500 a year. When he 
undertook the special prosecution of 


the assets of the defendants he was 
guaranteed a salary of $5,000 a year 
and expenses and 10 per cent of the 
money recovered and turned into the | 
treasury. Mr. Erwin said he expected | 
the litigation in these cases would be 
concluded next autumn when cases 
now in court are determined.

FIREBUG TRUST. 
DOING. BUSINESS 


Chicago, July 19.—That there exists 
a gigantic, county-wide arson trust 
with headquarters in Kansas City and 
representatives in nearly all the large 
cities, the members of which make a 
business of setting fire to buildings to 
enable the owners to collect insur- 
ance, was the sensational charge made 
today by State Fire Marshal Cc. J. 
Doyle in an address delivered before 
the Chicago Assocfation of Commerce. 

Organised Arson Conspiracy. 

“The country is facing one of the 
most gigantic, organized arson  con- 
spiracies the world has ever known,” 
said Mr. Doyle. “The state fire mar- 
shal’s department of Illinois has united 
with the state fire marshals of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Ohio to. wine 
out the band of fifteen men at the 
head of this arson conspiracy. 

“The head of the firebug trust is 
in Kansas City, from which city the 
operations of the entire gang is di- 
rected. 

‘Members have been found at work 
in Bloomington, Springfield, Ill!s.; Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland, New York, Buffalo, 
St. Louis, Chicago and other cities. 

Two of the Gang Convicte 

“Two of the gang have been con- 
victed and are now imprisoned in a 
southern city. The others will be be- 
hind the bars before long if we are 
successful in following the clues we 
are working on. The firebug problem 
is one of the most important which 
confronts the country. Even without 
the cases of arson the fire losses of 
the country are appalling. The fire 
loss in this country amounts to about 
$500 a minute. In Chicago the loss is 
$5,000,000 a year, while in Berlin the 
annual loss does not exceed $200,000. 
We need to adopt the fire protection 
plans of European cities.”

“The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of & points to an advance of 3 
pointst. Early cables had been con- 
giderably better than due and there 
were quite a good many buying orders 
around the ring at the start, but later 
cablea showed weakness in the near 
months, and right after the call old 
crop positions here weakened also un- 
bier eavy liquidation attilbuted to 
the leading old crop bulls. July soon 
broke to 13.28 and August to 13 cents, 
or between 84 and 42 points under the 
closing figures of last night. The new 
crop also weakened under general 
liquidation and southern selling, but 
gold only 9 to 12 points net lower, 
before the decline was checked by 
trade buying, profic taking by local 
shorts and operations for a reaction.

HEDGING SALES START 
_ WHEAT PRICES DOWN 
Closing Prices One-Quarter to 
One and One-Light Cents 
Off-——Corn Down. 


Chicago, July 19.—A resistless stream 
of hedging sdles from the big cash 
houses carried the wheat market down 
today, despite news that exports 
amounted to the remarkable total of 
134 boatioads. Closing prices were 
easy at %@% to 1% decline, Corn 
finished %@% to %@1 down; oats off 
a @ % to %, and hog products varying 
from 5 cents lower to 5 advance. 

Latest trades in wheat were at near- 
y the undermost level of the session. 
Pressure of actual receiptst outweigh- 
ed all else. Primary arrivals reached 
1,753,000 bushels against 702,000 on the 
corresponding day a year ago. A slight 
early rise, because the weather north- 
west seemed of a sort that would bring 
about a spread of rust, made the mar- 
ket a tempting target for hedgers. 
There were rallies later, but the ef- 
fects soon vanished. One reason was 
that a failure in Minneapolis had re- 
sulted in liquidating sales there. A 
small failure, too, said to have oc- 
curred at Winnipeg, led to additional 
weakness. Between the opening and 
the close, September ranged from

A heavy rain locally and througgh- 
out the state gave courage to short 
sellers of corn.

The Attorney General Favors 
Government Commission to 
Regulate All Great Industrial 
Concerns---Even “the Regula- | 
tion of Prices Is Advocated. 
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Duluth. Minn. July 19.—Attorney 
General Wickersham, before the Min- 
nesota State Bar Association here this 
afternoon, took an advanced stand on 
the further federal regulation of cor- 
porations and declared a government 
commission to regulate great indus- 
trial organizations in the same way 
that the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion regulates railways, was certainly 
most desirable, and it might be abso- 


lutely necessary. 

Mr. Wickersham’s speech was little 
short of sensational in many of its 
features. He declared it was a matter 
of serious consideration whether it 
would be practical to give to the pro- 
poseq interstate corporation commis- 
sion the power to fix prices. He said 
to do this would simply advance an ex- 
tension of the principle by which the 
interstate commerce commission con- 
trols the rates on railroads. 

Law of Supply and Demand. 

The law of supply and demand, Mr. 
Wickersham said, no longer controls 
prices in the United States. For years, 
he declared, the prices in all the great 
staple industries have been fixed by 
an agreement between the principal 
producers and not by a normal play of 
free competition. An interstate com- 
mission, the attorney general added, 
would prevent violations of the anti- 
trust act and aid business men to 
maintain a continued status of har- 
mony within,the requirements of the 
law.

Hines has testified that he waited 
until midnight at the Washington home 
of Senator Aldrich while the latter, at 
the white house, taiked over the Ili- 
nois senatorial deadlock with Presi- 
dent Taft. At the conclusion of the 
conference Hines says he was told by 
Mr. Aldrich that the president wanted 
Mr. Lorimer elected. Mr. Hines has 
sdught to prove that his own energies 


Lorimer as the result of that alleged 
conference at the white house, and he 
declared he believed he held the com- 
mission of the administration. 
Following Mr. Hines’ testimony a 
statement of the president’s attitude 
toward the Illinois election contrary to 
the impression created by Hines was 
issued from the white house. The 
testimony of Mr. Aldrich has been 
awaited with much interest. 
Banker Reynolds on Taft. 
George M. Reynolds, president of the 
Continental Commercial bank, of 
Chicago, who was reported to have 
declineq the treasury portfolio in the 
Taft administration, today told to the 
senate Lorimer committee what he 
knew of Edward Hines delivering an 
alleged message from the administra- 
tion of Washington to Governor 
Deneen to aid Lorimer’s election. He 
recited how Hines on the day of Lori- 
mer’s election consulted with him as 
how to deliver the message to Deneen. 
“Hines came to *me that morning 
(May 26),” said Reynotds today, “and 
said he bore a message that would have 
an important bearing on Illinois poli- 
tics, that it came directly from Sen- 
ator Aldrich, and in reality from the 
administration of President Taft, and 
was to Governor Deneen.” 
According to Reynolds, Hines re- 
marked once to him that he (Hines) 
probably was iInstramental in Lori- 
mer’s election, evidently referring to 
his message to Deneen. The only time 
the use of money in the election was 
suggested, Reynolds said, was when 
Medill McCormick, then ‘manager of 
The Chicago Tribune, came to him with 
the statement that he had definite 
knowledge that someone took $128,000 
from Washington to Springfield. 
“McCormick,” he added, “said he 
knew I knew about the message to 
Deneen and asked if : knew anything 


about the money.” 
Attorney Hanecy asked Reynolds if 


President Taft had not once asked him 

to be secretary of the treasury, but 

the witness did not care to answer. 
“An Absolute Liar.” 

Cc. F. Wiche. secretary of the Edward 
Hines Lumber Company, declared that 
William Rurgess, of Duluth, Minn., was 
an “absolute liar” if he testified to 
what was read as Burgess’ testimony.
